the usual way, in sight. * о е If they In- 
tend to place their theory upon a scientific 
basis, let them first prove that spirit is some- 
thing, that something does survive the body, 
and what this something is and is like, Until 
this jaaccomplinhed, the issue is alinply Some- 
thing vs. Nothing; Fact vs, Fletlon; Science vs. 
Superstition. 

The whole argument might be sub- 
sided by telling the writer in question to 
investigate personally; then he can an- 
swer the questions for himself or for our 
benefit and understanding. We have 
the facts, which is all that the majority 
care about, leaving the “explanation” for 
those who are пої satisfied with facts 
alone. If the writer in question had the 
facts, and which he can have bya proper 
and consistent investigation of Spirit- 
ism, he would probably founder on the 
same rock that many others have done 
in their endeavor to “explain” them. 
They are simply not explainable—as yet.

Butiwhat "this something is and 
is like” is a matter of theory in fact, 
while what| he calls “theory” is not 
theory but! fact, and not “Nothing,” 
“Fiction” or “Superstition.”

How beneficent this great plan of a 
human angel ministry! How it harmo- 
nizes with man's nature and his intelli- 
gent бопбріопз of what continuous 
conscious life should be! Active from 
human birth, in every department of bis 
being, according to the measure of his 
powers, how can he look upon an end- 
less inertia, a lazy repose, а quietude of 
all his forces for eternal ages after he 
leaves the mortal, without a sigh for the 
lost pleasures and growth which come 
from obedience to this law of his being? 
The Nirvana of the Theosophist and 
the Buddhist is as false to nature and to 
the eternal needs of a human spirit as is 
the cloistered heaven and eternal psalm- 
singing of the modern churchly creed 
and its philosophy of conscious life here- 
after. 

What but the spiritual in man impels 
to this constant activity from the cradle 
to the grave? ‘The inspirations to effort, 
if created by merely physical needs 
would die out of the nature when frui- 
tion is reached. But it does not die. No 
man is so unhappy as he, who, having 
fixed his standard of acquisition, reach- 
ed it by ceaseless activity, satisfied that 
all possible mortal needs are provided 
for, retires from his usual activities, with 
the idea of repose aud enjoyment for the 
remaining ycars cf his earth life. In 
thus violating the law of his being, na- 
ture turus upon him and he curses the 
day when he listened to the siren and 
ceased spiritual growth, and lost con- 
tent of heart because he ceased his ac- 
tivity, 

Apply this to the change of the spirit 
from the mortal to the immortal side of 
life.

And how sweet the thought that our own 
personal eternity of life will not be spent 
in idleness, sleep or exile, but rather 
that our comfort and our joy will be en- 
hanced by communing, advising, sympa- 
thizing and aiding our loved ones still in 
earth, in successfully fighting the bat- 


The result of this attempt has beeu to 
tie the progressing thought, the enlarg- 
ing intellect and the religious nature of 
the succeeding generations to an abso- 
lute fealty to the book, double-headed in 
its religious teachings concerning the 
nature of the supreme deity, but a unit 
in its faith in sacrificial forms of wor- 
ship.

EVOLUTION IN RELIGION. 

The most careful thinkers and obser- 
vers among Spiritualists in acknowledg- 
ing the modern theory of evolution, find 
it applicable to the moral and religious 
phases of the world. 

The growth or development of the re- 
ligious nature is as marked as that of the 
inteHectual. The lowest orders of intel- 
lectuality in the human race disclose the 
crudest and most unreasonable of relig- 
ious faiths and forms of worship. And 
while it cannot be proveu asa fact, ог a 
law of man’s nature, that the religious 
nature is born of, or is a dependent part 
of man’s intellectuality, yet the disclos: 
ure of the religious element in the race, 
15 contingent, in character and in degree, 
upon the intellectual status of both the 
individual integer of society and society 
itself, It is not necessary that we should 
give a resume of history to illustrate and 
enforce this proposition. 

Granted that the religious conception 
of a supreme deity aud of his worship, 
was superior among the Jews to that of 
Baal, Astaroth of the Phoenicians, Mo: 
loch, Rempham or other idols which the 
surrounding peoples worshipped with 
their crude formulas and superstitious 
faith; that Judaism was a higher relig- 
ious type of ancient civilization; yet so 
was the Jewish intellectuality corre- 
spondingly in advance of the heathen 
world. 

It may be asserted that the disciples 
of Bhramanism—which ran historically 
parallel with Judaism—were equal іп in- 
tellectual force to the followers of Moses. 
their religious characters as well devel- 
oped, their moral and ethical systems of 
personal and society life fully up to the 
level of the theocracy, but the claim will 
not stand the test of close examination 


and criticism, The Jew of his age led 
the intellectual culture aud the social 
aud governmental life of the world. 

The force of evolution is seen and ac- 
knowledged iu the pateut, historical fact 
that the philosopher of Nazareth practi- 
cally supplanted the whole Jewish sys- 
tem and paved the way for the downfall 
of the theocratic government. Nay, he 
taught a religion and religious life more 
in harmony with au advanced intellectu- 
ality, He well-nigh obliterated the Jew- 
ish conception of supreme deity or First 
Cause. In the place of a man with all 
his passions, enlarged into an infinite 
being, the Nazarene taught that deity 
wasa spirit pervading all things, and 
the source, the fountain, of all love 
which pervades all ntanifested created 
things and laws, needing only a clearer 
comprehension by the intellect of man 
in order to be universally acknowledged. 

The great difficulty in adjusting the 
evoluted intellect and religious nature 
of the race, under the teachings of the 
Nazarene, hns been the attempt of creed- 
ists to hold in a kind of Siamese twin- 
ship, both the old, crude, intellectual 
and religious faith of Judaism and the 


better philosophy and religion of Christ. 
It was the work of the early disciples of 
Jesus, the major portion of whom were 
converted Jews. Paul himself, a Jew of 
high culture, being the acknowledged 
intellectual leader. 


ceived its smashing blow in the reforma- 
tion under Luther in 1520; Calvanism, 
born of Judaism, has never recovered 
from the antagonism of Armenianism; 
the dogma of a supreme trinity in one 
personality, has found in Unitarianism a 
bold, advanced and strong intellectual 
opponent with a solid moral support of 
Christian Churches; while to-day, sci- 
ence, whose throne is in the intellect, is 
questioning the book itself, placing its 
statements along side of the teachings 
of astronomy, geology, philology and 
other modern divisions of investigation 
and thought. Nay, the scientists them- 
selves are the profound scholars located 
in the very bosom of the orthodox 
ch urches, but loyal to their evoluted re- 
ligious natures. 

It is this class of facts which gives to 
the intelligent Spiritualist such a deep 
interest in the late upheavals in the 
Presbyterian, Protestant Episcopal and 
Methodist denominations, The men in 
the lead of these movements are simply 
skirmishers in the front of the great ad- 
vancing army which is obeying the evo- 
lutionary Іам, The real battle of science 
and the creeds is yet to take place. 

There is а greater significance in these 
movements than the general public con- 
ceive, but those in communion with the 
higher decarnated intelligences—who 
still retain a deep interest in truth and 
its triumph—know more, trust more im- 
plicitly and are undisturbed by the 
uoisy clamor of the contending creedal 
forces,

THE LIGHTS AND SHADES OF 
MEDIUMSHIP. 
MOSES HULL NO, 2 

In my last I tried to convince the 
readers that mediumship is one of the 
greatest blessings that ever comes to hu- 
шапу. So itis; but no blessing ever 
yet reached this earth that did not come 
matched wing and wing with its oppo: 
site. The higher one climbs the further 
he will fall, if he falls at all, and the 
greater the danger from the fall. Every 
blessing brings its opposite. Civiliza- 
tion has brought us books, music, art 
and scientific paraphernalia, It bas also 
brought us rum, tobacco, gunpowder 
and dynamite. Many there are who can 
take all the evils that accompany civil- 
ization, but who cannot take its blessings. 
So it is in the realm of the spiritual; 
some by being made seusitive enough 
to catch the thought from the world of 
spirit, һауе found themselves ready to 
catch mundane thoughts and influences, 
as well. And, as the latter influences are 
continually in earth's murky atmosphere, 
and the higher and more spiritual only 
come occasionally, as they find proper 
channels and receptive soil, there is 
danger of even good men and women, 
when they become mediums, unless 
they are very watchful and prayerful, 
falling under the lower and baser influ- 
ences. 

If thoughts are not things then there 
ie no such thing as mediumship, for 
there is nothing for mediums to take 
hold of, but if thoughts are things then 
it is our duty to try to surround every 
sensitive with good thoughts, pure 
thoughts, boly thoughts. 

While I am fully convinced that there 
are thousands of persons who honestly 
suppose themselves to be doing a great 
work under spiritual influence, who have 
very little if any mediumship, I firmly 
believe that there are many mediums 
who have never mistrusted that they 
are possessed of spirit power. 

1 am often asked if I ат а medium. І 
wish I knew how to answer that ques- 
tion, but really 1 do not. I would Ике, 
for my own satifaction, to have the ques- 
tion answered. I fear to say that 1 am 
not a medium, for often I think that 

there are times at least when 1 am, [п- 
deed there is strong evidence that all 


terance to шу own cogitations. Whether 
1 had given the speaker his thought; 
whether he had imparted it to me before 
he spoke it, or whether we lad ench 
simultaneously received it from the ваше 
fountain, ia with me an unsolved prob- 
lem. The coincidence lenves all free to 
apply their owu theories of interpretan- 
tion. 

Inthe year 1881 а wonderful test was 
given to perhaps п dozen people, the 
main point in it was through myself, yet 
1 was as unconscious of wediumship in 
the matter as 1 аш now in writing these 
articles. A lady from Hartford, Conn., 
wrote to me giving me the history of a 
drunken husband some yenrs previously 
making an attempt on her tife aud finally 
stealing ber child, a boy of six or seven 
years, nnd running away from home. 
She had consulted numerous mediums 
about the child; many of whom told her 
the father had been killed, but the boy 
was being cared for by poor people іп а 
Southern city, They all told her the 
boy would yet be found. Dr, Mansfield 
told her to goto Moses Hull; her own 
guides would accompany him nud he 
would find the boy. 

She came to me with the communica: 
tions and her story, I must acknowl 
edge that І had uo faith—uot even 
mustard seed faith; but she cried 
and plead so eloquently for me to 
go that І took fıoo of her money and 
started South, with no clue to go on ex 
cept Mansfield's communication and the 
best impressions I could get. The com 
munication did not give the name of the 
city, but described it аз а place where а 
great many vessels were loading and ип- 
loading. І decided to goto Norfolk, Va, 
I got іп there at $a m. By what seemed 
the most perfect accident in the world, 
before three o'clock that afternoon I ran 
across the boy, aud at 4 o'clock I was on 
шу way to Pennsylvania with him. Did 
I do this as a medium? Was it ай acci. 
dent? or how was this done? Only the 
eternities can tell. 

I believe there are mediums in the 
world, good test mediums, who are en- 
tirely unconscious of their own medium- 
ship. They know that certain thoughts, 
sometimes strange thoughts come to 
them, but they do not realize any differ- 
ence in the way they come and in the 
way thoughts usually find them. I can- 
not now state definitely that I am not 
writing thoughts under inspiration from 
the spirit world. 

Bible students will remember that 
Daniel, the prophet, one time fasted and 
prayed “three full weeks” before he re- 
ceived any kind of response to his 
prayer. Atthe end of that time “the 
man Gabriel” came to him and told bim 
the cause of the apparent tardiness in 
answering his prayer. “The prince of 
the kingdom of Persia withstood me 
one and twenty days,” said the angel. 
Twenty-one days is just “three full 
weeks,” 

Now, if you will read all the angel's 
story you will learn that at the end of 
that time Michael, another angel, came 
to Gabriel's assistance. Michael was the 
anly ange) who could be induced to help 
Gabriel in this matter. Gabriel says:

The refusal 
of the company was based upon two 
grounds: 1 That it was а tax upon 
jnter-Stete commerce, 2. that as an Illi- 
nois corporation its personal property 
could be taxed only in Illinois. The 
Court, in considering these objections, 
found, that the Pennsylvania tax was not 
а tax upon inter-State commerce, but 
upon the capital which was employed in 
the State in conducting commerce. A 
State can, therefore, subject all railroad 
property within the same to taxation 
just as it taxes farms anid city property.

was he of the substantial nature of what 
he saw, he at once challenges the “test.” 
If agnostic admirers of the limitless 
beauties of Shakespear decline to re- 
ceive the beautiful and bope inspiring 
fact of the continunity of the human 
life from the bible, I have no quarrel. 
Let them accept it freely, cheerfully from 
the poet and be happy. The gifted bard 
strongly sets forth the basic fact of 
spiritual philosophy, and the fundamen- 
tal teaching of the Judean Peasant. 
From Plymouth’s pulpit Rev. Heury 
Ward Beecher put it this way: “Mr, 
Ingersoll could not draw a score of men, 
if before the minds of every one of his 
listeners there should come the fair form 
of the mother of the sainted wife of the 
self denying sister, of the sweetness of 
some life lapsed and gone. If this could 
be brought to the minds of men all dia- 
tribes, all criticism would be of no avail.”

To the Editor of The Detter Wav. 


In one of your past issues appears a 
few strictures from the pen of D. W. 
Hull, on a certain class of writers and 
lecturers. He hits some hard blows and 
tells some plain truths; for reasons and 
common sense are often disgusted with 
the thoughts presented by some writers 
and speakers.
